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Synopsis of Main Developments :

1. The case of the RIS courier, Walter VGSTHI, mehtiohed / 

vas discussed with CABQIT, who premised to try to obtain further material 
from Dr* Bernhard BADER* CABOLT began to devote more attention to Middle 
Eastern problems and described the situation among Mohammedan students at the 
University of Munich* He mentioned that the Egyptian Consulate in Bonn is 
now recruiting personnel focr use against the British. On 21 February, CABOIT 
was informed of the case of Ernst ZMMEHKAIJN, a self-confessed HIS and MfS 
agent on a mission in West Germany. Munich Base admitted that we had not been 
able to break ZIMMERKANN and CABOLT was asked to arrange to have KD 2 pick up 
23MHEHMANN. KD 2 cooperated and ZIMKERMANN vas picked up from his pension the 
following day. However, it was necessary for MB to provide a written statement 
of what we had learned from ZMCEHMANN before the examining magistrate would 
Issue a warrant for investigative arrest. The statement was prr^ ”~d 
ZIM-IEIRMAHN was held for investigation by KD 2*v On 2 6 February, 1 met 

with CABOLT and Max NOETH, at NOETH \« request. The meeting reveaxea tn&t 
apparently NOETH is not happy with hi’s present liaison contacts and he would 
like a more direct relationship with KUBARK if we are willing to be frank 
with him* NOETH also provided an insight into his own character and prejudices 
durirg the meeting. 



Developments : 



2. Walter VQ5TKI: £L HD described to. CABOLT his lack of success in 
interrogating VOSTRI and asked that CABOLT try to obtain further material on 
VQSTHX from Dr. Bernhard BADER. CABOLT agreed, but had not produced anything 
as of the end of the month (see Contact Report #153)* 



3* CABOLT* s Health: Early in the month, CABOLT learned that he had 
cracked a bone in his forearm in a fall which occurred in January. In addition, 
CABOLT was sick with the grippe for over a week, and this' not only forced him 
to cancel his intended trip to Cologne, but also threw a wrench into our normal

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li. Yugoslav Consulate: CABQLT continued to mention his operation 

against this target and to inquire whether he might be upsetting something 
of ours by proceeding (see Contact Report #1 53)* 

5. Students: While discussing the political activities of Mohammedan 
students at the University of Munich, CABOLT again promised us & complete 
catalogue of foreign students at the University (see Contact Report #153)* 

6. Egyptian Consulate: C AU GH T mentioned that he had heard that the 

Egyptian Consulate in Bonn is recruiting personnel for use against the British, 
but he vas not able to^ elaborate (see Contact Report #153)* 

7* Danube Shipping: Satellite recruitment of agents among German 
sailors of the Danube fleet has become such a nuisance that CAVIRIL has been 
forced to issue standing Instructions to the shipping companies concerning 
the vay the sailors are to react if approached by a Satellite IS (see Contact 

Report #153) • 

8. Ernst ZIMMERHANN: ex pl a in ed that we had been trying to 

debrief 2XMMERKARN, who claimed to be an agent of the HIS end MfS on a mission 
in West Germany* CABOLT was given a brief outline of ZUfOSMANN's story on 
21 February and was asked to have KD 2 apprehend ZIMMERMANS for further 
questioning. CABOLT canpleted the arrangements and ZIHMERMANN was picked up 
by ED 2 on the same day but retracted his story and refused to incriminate 
himself in any vay to KD 2. CABQLT called MB and asked if we would prepare a 
mitten summary of ZIMHERKANtf's admissions for presentation to the examining 
magistrate. The statanent was prepared and passed to SHHIBESGER of CAVIRIL 

on 22 F-*-; While discussing this case with various OAVIRIIAtes on the 

phone, tH learned that aHULBERGER is really HIERL. MB’s statement 
caused the examining magistrate to issue a warrant for ZLMKERMANN l s detention 
in investigative custody. One noteworthy point in this case was the fact that 
as of the end of the month there had been no complaints from anyone in CAVIRIL 
or KD 2 concern! — ' rD, ~ of the case. (See Contact Reports #151: - #156.)

9. /Max NORTH: On 20 ueoruary, i— Jmet with CABOLT and NOEIM in 

response to NGETH*s request. Although NGETH had some pointed questions which 
he wanted answered, it appeared that the main purpose of the meeting was to 
allow MQETH to *** *** possibility of a closer working relationship with 
KUBARK through CZ. 1 NOETH purposely phrased his requests so that they 

demanded a clcr~ •• -~ swcr, and he stated that he expected nothing less 

• than that. In T ' ^ opinion, if NQETH receives answers vtdch are satis- 

factory to him, he will De willing to institute and may press for closer working 
liaison with KUBARK at the expense of other QDIOKE agencies in this area (see 
Contact Report #157) *3^

10. If our reading of NOETH's purpose is correct, we want to exploit the 
opportunity which he has offered us. From a preliminary check it appears that 

we will be able to answer truthfully that none of the persons mentioned by 
NGETH are working for KDBAHK. If detailed tracing reveals that this is the 
case, we intend to sail the following course: 

a. C call KOE TH di rect and say that he has the answers 

to H0ETH r s queries. He will inrite NGETH to lunch on t he pretext that he 
wants to deliver the answers personally, so that NGETH can ask questions and 
be convinced of the honesty of our replies. The tenor of the conversation 
will decide whether or not we suggest that NGETH bring CABGU to the meeting. 
We would prefer that the meeting be held without CABQLT. 

b. If the mctinir a rr angements work and NGETH is convinced of the 

honesty of our answers, fT adopt the attitude that there is no 

reason why similar problons which may arise in the future cannot be resolved 
by such frank, personal discussions. 

0. Since there is no point in badgering NGETH with day-to-day 
request®, we intend to maintain the present relationship with CABQLT while 
attempting to cultivate NOETH both professionally and socially every time a 
suitable occasion arises.

B. Trip to Cologne: In discussing plans for the meeting with NOeTH, 

CaJBOLT mentioned that he planned to spend a few aeys in Cologne the following 
week. While in Cologne, CA-OLT hopes to be able to acquire further information 
on ASDEAIAm and copies of the threatening letters to German government officials, 
mentioned in previous meetings. 

9. fugo Slav _ Consulate: Once again CAj^OLT mentioned that his operation 

against the furroslav Consulate is ready to begin, if we have no objections. As 
before, Cl 7 replied that we have not.nin going i.; this area and would be 
glad to see something done, (bote; CABOLT's procrastination and continued 
Questioning about disturbing some operation of ours makes it appear that he 
may have knowledge of an Alii operation against tue Consulate and he may be just 
as interested in learning tr.e details of the Aid operation as he is in mounting 
nis own operation. If this is tne case, tue activity being conducted is not 
being run by MB. ODOfAb may have something going in this field, but they have 
never mentioned it to us, and probably will not co so, as such an operation is 
quite likely something which should not come under their jurisdiction. We 
intend to ask whether they have an operation in this field, but do not expect a 
positive answer.) 

10. Kohammedan Students: CAcCLV asked if we had any information on the 

formation of Mohammedan student groups in connection with the new alignment in 
the hear East. When { 7, 3 ? replied that he had not heard aoout 'inis, CAi-OL? 

said that some of the Egyptian and Syrian students have oeen banding together 
and agitating among the other students from that part of the world to join them. 

The amount and fanaticism of the agitation has reached such a stage that CAViRIL is 
beginning to worry about where it will all end. 

11. Student List: In this connection, CAbOLT said that he had received 

the catalogue of foreign students at the University of Jiunich, but hg. Jbad not 
been quite satisfied with the results, so he sent it back to his specialist for

13. Danube shipping* OArv'LT ocntlnueo i*» talk about various topics with- 
out being proi-nted ana e went on tc sey that Liumanian and •'ulgarien iS recruiting 
amon£ German sailors cf the Danube fleet has Decome so widespread that it poses 
a threat to German shi .oin,* into the J-alKans. So many nasses have now been maae 
at sailors visiting Hainan ports that OAv'If.iL has finally issued standing 
instructions to all sailors that if they are approacned cy a Balkan service, 
they are to acree to work, end then are to report tne approach to their company 
at Regensour,; as soon as tney return to their home port- Tne company has instruc- 
tions to report such cases to CaVJu'IL, uut CaViIIX aoes not pi in to ao anything 
unless tne approach ns made to an officer. Judging uy past cases, there is no 
point in trying to run the average sailor as a couble agent, as he has not the 
intelligence to support tne role, no»* a re : -ular scneaule vhicn takes hi : to the 
Balkans at frequent intervals. CatoLi* act'd, t ted that he had not been aule to 
determine why the dal* on services persist in trying to recruit sailors, as they 
are no more effective as agents for the opposition than tney are as double agents 
for Ca‘/jGuL. t suggest ea that he coula see two reasons for recruiting 

such tyocs: 1; they perform support missions for other agents ir: tne West, _ 

or 2) they might serve as sources cf background material on tne persons in the 
■ t cc.*ipany office w’o are also orobably targets for the Balkan services. C J3 
• commented tlnit if ne were in JauGL'JMs position he would ta.ee a good lootc a^ the 
persons employed in t-ne personnel and finance sections of tne snipping coipany 
offices, since such persons would be tne most likely targets for recruitment. 

CADOLT said he had not thought of this oossibility and ne made a note of the item. 

ill. What is CAVThIL? At the end of the meeting, UL C suggested in 
a joking manner that CAVItiH. needs a good public relations officer. To prove his 
point, he described his conversation wJtk fnu riULZKl, investigating magistrate in 
Kronach. i.OLSCI had saia that he did not Know how to proceed in a case like that 
of VOSfrtX, as neither he nor anyone else in the Kronach police or judiciary had 
enough experience in esoionape cases to Know whetner VOSiV.f was telling: the 
truth or not* Cl ^ had suprested that hOLZKI call on CAVIiUL for aid, where- 
upon RuLZHI hactasked what CaVJIZL w?s, CAJdJLT’s reply to this dig was that 
HOLZKi must be a new man who is net yet faniliar with the bavarian orgnnizations.

"guest," but this time we had been very careful to observe all the rules layed 
down by the KD 2 in connection with CL Cl The "guest" was a man named 
• ZBHEBMANN who had cone to our attention a couple of days before* We bad been 
talking to him, but had not held him at all. He was staying in a pension and 
our man had picked him up there in the morning and taken him back there at 
night, so ZIMMEEMANN was free to do whatever he wanted, and could flee without 
our knowledge or intervention. * CJLBOLT expressed his pleasure with this arrangement 
and agreed that there should certainly be no complaints that we had detained 
or held ZIMMEHHANN illegally. After making this point, J went on to say 

that ZIMMEHKANH hod told a very confused story, first claiming that he was a 
KGB officer, and later retracting this and stating that he was an agent of the 
HIS and the MfS, on an agent-spotting mission in West Germany. ZB1MERMAHN 
claimed to hare taken part in previous operations in the West, including a 
kidnapping plot in West Berlin. However, he refused to divulge any details 
and it looked to us as though breaking him would be a long, painstaking job. 
Furthermore, ZIMMERMANN was completely documented as an East German citizen, 
although he swore that he was really a Russian and that most of hie documents 
were false ones which had been prepared for him by the RIS. CABOIT was given 
ZEMMERMANN's documents and some of the odd points about them were explained. 

Then C~L explained that because of ZIMMERMANWe confused citizenship 

status, ana Decause breaking him will probably require several weeks of work, 
vs wanted to get ZIMMERHANN into German hands as soon as possible, so that no 
one could possibly think that we were overstepping the bounds of permissible 
^ actlvityj ^CABOLT was asked if it would be possible to turn ZIMMERMANN over to 
I tftfi IKATar further investigation and interrogation. CABOIT replied that he 
would have to go through the Ministry to get the LKA to take the case, and this 
would take about eight days. Therefore, he suggested that ZIMMERMANN be turned 
over to KD 2, as in this instance KB 2 could not possibly have any objections 
concerning the manner in which we had handled the case. Skeeluke agreed somewhat 
reluctantly and we then discussed the best manner of performing the transfer. 
f said that our interrogator had given ZIMMERMANN an ultimatum the 

previous evening — either ZIMMERHANN produced a true, correct story the first 
thing on the morning of 21 February, or we would refer the whole matter to the 
German police. Our interrogator had gone out to see ZIMMERMANN and Was at that 
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moment probably listening to ZIMMERMAN 1 a latest story. Because of the 
possibility that ZMEHHAJf might have changed his mind, £ 3 . ^ wanted to be

ZDftiERMANM to KD 2, GABOLT was in sympathy with this request, so the following 
plan was devised, Q, T would return to his office and consult the inter- 
rogator while CABQm' ventto his conference. At about 1300 hours, GABOLT would 
callT^ 3] and ask whether he should notify KD 2, If ZIMMEEHANN had not 
start ea zo talk, we would take him to his pension and tell him to wait in his 
room until ve contacted him again, CABQIff would pass the case to KD 2 and give 
them the address of the pension where 2XHXSRMAHN was stavinc. and ID 2 would 
go there and apprehend ZUMBHANtf, without anyone from CZ office being 

present at the time of the apprehension, [31 ZJ gave C about tne address

3, Conversation with Max NQEIBx GABOLT jmerarted that ve get together 
again the following week and set a date for C Z to see N0KTH about the 
political case involving a KUBARXer, £ 33' agreed.

6, Interviews with Ebdgresi CABOLT said that one of his co-workers had 
been in Cologne for a short visit and had picked up the following information 
on the interviews of Russian onigres now being conducted by the German police. 
Originally, the Soviet authorities gave the German Foreign Office a list of 
emigres, with the request that the Germans determine whether the individuals 
on the list were still alive, and if so, where they were living. This list 
was passed to the local Foreigner's Offices, with the request that the persons 
listed be traced and asked whether they objected to having their current 
addresses given to the Soviets, After learning that a specific emigre was 
living at a certain address, the Foreigner's Office passed the buck to the local 
Police Besirk Headquarters, which was asked to interview the individual and 
determine whether he was willing to have his current address passed to the 
Soviets, However, in some instances, Beairk offic i als exceeded the limits of 
the request and vent on to ask whether the individual was interested in 
repatriation* It appears that many of the cases in which this was done concerned 
emigres who were undesirables and whom the local police wanted to get out of

Cafe Alte Boerse 

1* Contact 1 During the afternoon of 2 $ February 1959, CT -^1 called 
CA30LT to see if there was anything new on Ernst ZIMMERMANN, CABOXT had 
nothing recent on this case, but he said that Max NOETH wanted to talk 
\ ' Tf and suggested a meeting for the following day at 1330 hows. El- ZH 
agreed. On the morning of 26 February, GABOIT called to ask if the meeting 
could be postponed until lii30 hours, as NOETH had to be out of the office until 
about lhOO. Again CT ^ agreed. 




2. General Remarks* When C, ZD reached the Cafe Alte Boerse at UtfO, 
CABQLT and NOETH were already there, but they had not yet received their order, 
So they could not have been there mpr^ than a few minutes. After greetings '**’ 
ware exchanged, NOETH started right out by commenting on the ZIMMEHMANH case. 

He blasted KD 2 for the inefficient way it is handling the Interrogation and 
CABQLT added that ZIMMEHKANN will probably be released for lack of evidence at 
the end of eight days. NOETH went on to say that the whole situation Is the 
fault of the Americans, who guided those who wrote the present German laws 
go ve rn ing security organisations such as the LfT. The authors went so far to 
Insure that there will never again be a strong, centralized German secret police, 
that they completely hamstrung the organisations which were founded. HOETH 
commented heatedly that the present lack of a strong security organization will 
inevitably lead to an authoritarian regime in Germany, either of the Left or 
the Right. The German citizens do not know how to make a democracy work and 
in their eagerness to have everything as free as possible, they have only 
succeeded in making things easy for a determined subversive group to deprive 
them of their democracy. NOETH said that what Germany needs is a man like 
SALAZAR in Portugal, who is "teaching his people democracy, 0 but maintaining 
a firm control of the government to insure that no one abuses the freedoms 
which have been granted, NOETH commented ruefully that men like SALAZAR are 
hard to find and there is no one on the German scene who could play such a

The report gGHNEIDER had been /Tentenced to life Impri s onment for 

Hochverrat^in released at .the end of the war. He is now a

NOETH went on to sawthat in his opinion there 
is a basic difference between Hochverrat ( espionage KLandesverrat (subversion 
or sabotage). *If someone had committed * landesverrat by shooting HITLER, NOETH 
would have been pleased and personally would have considered the man a hero. 

But anyone guilty of Hochverrat has betrayed his fellow Germans and co-workers 
and such a sentence should remain valid despite changes in government. Since 
SCHNEIDER was guilty of Hochverrat , he is still guilty and should be in jail, 
but this point really does not matter, as he has enough CP connections at 
present to enable the LTV to have him jailed on new evidence. However, before 
having SCHNEIDER arrested, NOETH wants to be sure that SCHNEIDER is not working 
for the AIS. If he really is an AIS agent, NOETH will not bother him, NOETH 
continued approximately as follows: I want to know whether SCHNEIDER works for 

you. I have put such questions to ODOPAL on many occasions in the past, and 
have never yet received a clear answer. This is the first chance I have had 
to put such a auestion directly to someone from KUBARK, although I used to 
tali to f 1 and for a change I would like to receive a concrete 

answer, ertner yes or no. If you come back to me and say, "Mr. NOETH, I am 
not allowed to talk about this case," that is also an honest answer and I will 
understand and respect your reply.
